Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner can see how Par. 13 & Par. 14 of specification can be 
interpreted to support After Final Amendments (mailed 7/13/2007) for which an advisory action was mailed out. 
However, the amendments could not be entered because they changed the scope of the claims and possibly overcome 
the Eisler reference: Eisler teaches the use of a combination of 32-bit and 16-bit drivers, whereas the claim 
amendments clarify that 32-bit information is diplayed and 16-bit information is NOT displayed. Attorney will file an 
RCE after obtaining permission from Samsung Electronics Co., Ltd. Examiner will then perform further search and 
consideration and will determine the relevance of Eisler based on new limitations in RCE .
